It was also decided to build mass 
picket lines and actions during the 
week of March 23. These will coin¬ 
cide with hearings held by the state 
legislature on bills to repeal the Mas¬ 
sachusetts abortion law. - 

In addition, a committee was set up 
to work on child care and to inv«- 
tigate the possibility of placing a ref¬ 
erendum on the ballot in a city like 
Cambridge in the 1971 elections, on 
the issue of free, 24-hour, community- 
controlled child care. 

The meeting, which was widely cov¬ 
ered by the Boston mass media and 
underground press, voted to send tele¬ 
grams of solidarity to Angela Davis 
and Ericka Huggins. - J 
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
